It is an exceedingly hard matter to hold the interest of a boy 


When he panes'the age of sixteen and the lack of sufficient Sun- 
day school adult workers is probably best accounted for by the 
deflection of youngsters just at the age* when they are most 
receptive to training if their interest can be held. 
Failure of 


the achtol to hold the boy and girl is not the fault of the school, 
the lesson leaflets or the teachers.
